ATLANTA - FBI agents took h^ sam- 
ples and fingerprints from security guard 
Richard JcwclLon Saturday, but were 
turned down by his lawyer when they 
asked to make a tape recording of his 
voice. , '• 

Jewell was in his apartment through- 
out the day, and investigators would not 
comment after coming out an hour later 
carrying only a small white trash bag. 

Later, JOwell’s lawyer, Watson Bryant, 
said, “They came in to get some hair 
samples and some fingeiprints.” 

“We believe in giving them whatever 
the hell they want so they’ll get out of 
our lives," Bryant, said in a telephone 
intervieiv._ 

The FBI also asked for a voice record- 
ing of Jewell, but Bryant rejected that 
request. “I need to look at what they 
wanted to do and make sure they’re 
allowed to do it,’’ ho said. 

. -Investigators have declined to com- 
ihent on a CK News report that feder^ • 
investigators had completed an analysis 
comparing Jewell’s voice with that of a 
man who warned of the bomb in a 911 
phone <~nll, and found no apparent sinu- 
larities.

Utah tovm approves photo 
radar use for school zones 


LAYTON, Utah (AP) - A new 
state law that severely restricted 
the use of photo radar hasn’t 
stopped dty offidals from autho- 
rizing the equipment for school . 
zones. 

The City Coundl unanimously 
approved its use in school zones, 
even ihou^ ii will earn less from 
—ticketrevenues. 

The photo radar vehicle will 
crovd randomly from each school 
zone, and only will be used when 
20 -mph-school lights are flashing 
The U^ts are turned an about 45 
minutes before school opens and 
30 minutes after itdoses. 

“We knew there ivas going to be 
potendd to go back and do this,” 
said police Chief Doyle TalboL “It 
worked real well for us on 
Hi^way89.” . 

City offidals expect to equip 
nei^borhood school zones with 
photo radar within the next two 
weeks. Tlie equipmimt snaps pho- 
tos of a speeding driver and their 
car’s license plate. 

Those pictures are then mailed 
to the vehide's owner, along with a 
speeding ticket 

Although there ore few acci-

Forest ranger, family leatn to move on

RENO, Nev.(AP)- It’s been a - 
year since someone planted a 
bomb outside the home of U.S. 
Forest Ranger Guy Pence. 

— And-while-no-arresK- have — 
been made, Pence and his family 

still struggle With fear and anger. 

“Whoever did this had thought 

about focusing their charge on 
. myself and my family,” Pence 
said. -J’lhe.sadder ixnt has been 
all the other people it’s affeaed, - 
other friends whose children 
were playmates of mine. 

“It’s a shame for our society 
that this had to happen.” 

it was around 10 p.m. on Aug. 
4lh, 1995, when Pence’s wife, 
Linda, and the couple’s two 
daughters were at their <^rspn 
City home. Fence, the district 
ranger'for the Toiyabe National 
Forest, was away on a horse back 
trip. 

Linda Pence and a daughter 
had just left the front living 
room when a bomb exploded out- 
side. 

The blast rocked the home, 
destroyed the family’s van and

No one was hurt. 

The incident occurred four 
months after a pipe bomb left 
outside the Forest Service build- 
ing nedr'downtown Carson City 
heavily damaged Guy Pence’s 
office: That explosion opeurred 
at night when the office was 
unoccupied. 

D6spite a $25,000 reward 
offered by the Forest Service 
and other federal agencies, no 
arrests have been made. 


“This' is an ongoing investiga- 
tion and it continues to a top 
priority for the FBL particularly 
in northern Nevada," said 
- Sp ecial Agent Jerry HilL 

“This is a very important case 
and we intend to follow it 
through. It will be ongoing imtil 
it’s resolvetL" Hill said. 

Forest Service officials, con- 
cerned about the safety of Pence 
and his family, transferred him 
, to the Boise National Forest in 
Idaho shortly after the attack at 
his home. 

Pence said he and his family 
are adjusting to their new home, 
but at times are still angry at 
being forced to leave behind the 
life they loved in Nevada. . 

“There are times when I have 
anger, but I guess the experience 
has madc me a better person," 
Pence told the Reno Gazette- 
Journal . 

“I have gone on with my iiie. A 
reasonable person does not stay 
stuck- in time. You go on," he 
said.

CHICAGO — In a highly 
uncharacteristic move, 
McDonald’s Corp. said Friday it 
will take over 184 restaurants
